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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant cancelled claims 1 -6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 7-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

It has been held that the first step in determining whether a claim recites patent 
eligible subject matter is to determine whether the claim falls within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention recited in 35 USC § 101: process, machine, 
manufacture and composition of matter. The latter three categories define "things" or 
"products," while a "process" consists of a series of steps or acts to be performed. For 
purposes of § 101, a "process" has been given a specialized, limited meaning by the 
courts. 

Based on Supreme Court precedent and recent Federal Circuit decisions, it has 
been held that a § 101 process must (1) be tied to another statutory class (a particular 
machine or apparatus) or (2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or 
materials) to a different state or thing. If neither of these requirements is met by the 
claim, the method is not a patent eligible process under § 101 and should be rejected as 
being directed to non-statutory subject matter. Thus, to qualify as a § 101 statutory 
process, the claim should positively recite the other statutory class (the thing or product) 
to which it is tied, for example by identifying the apparatus that accomplishes the 
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method steps, or positively recite the subject matter that is being transformed, for 
example by identifying the material that is being changed to a different state, (emphasis 
added). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 7-11 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 recites "one or more components", in lines 3 and 4, "other components" 
in line 8, 9, 12, 14 and 15 and "the component" in line 13. It is not clear from the claim 
whether these components are among the plurality of components or not. Therefore, 
claims 7-1 1 are considered to be indefinite. 

Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 12 recites "each component", in lines 3 and 5, "other components" in line 
4 and "the component" in line 13, "at least one component" in line 8, and "the 
component" in lines 9-10. It is not clear from the claim whether these components are 
among the plurality of components or not. Therefore, claims 7-11 are considered to be 
indefinite.
